INCOME TAX FAX 


(A Public Service of the Society 
of California Accountants) 


We have to live with taxes: ev- 
ery day of our lives and if we 
want to pay only our share we 
mast keep accurate records‘of our 
finances and so-*hape our daily 
lives to produce the lowest tax 
yesult. Judge Learned Hand ex- 
pressed it so well when he said, 
“Over and over again courts have 
said that there is nothing sinister 
jn'so arranging one’s affairs as 
to keep taxes as low as possible. 
Everyone does so, rich or poor; 
and all do right, for nobody owes 
any public duty to pay more than 
the law demands: taxes are en- 
foreed exactions, not voluntary 
contributions: ‘To demand more 
jn ‘the name of morals is mere 
cant.” 

There may be some things that 
you should do now, before the 
end of 1960, that could make a 
pig difference in the tax you will 
have to pay, or the refund that 
you will receive, in 1961. For in- 
stance, medical expenses present 
great opportunities for switching 
expense from one year to an- 
other. 

Medical expenses are deductible 
to the extent they exceed 3 per 
cent of your adjusted gross_in- 
come, but not more than $2,500 
per personal exemption and not 
more than $5,000 on a separate 
yeturn or more than $10,000 on a 
joint or head of household return. 
Exemptions for old age and blind- 
ness do not count, If you or your 
spouse are over 65 years of age 
the 3 per cent provision does not 
apply to you and if you or your 
spouse are over 65 years of age 
and disabled, the maximum de- 
duction is increased to $15,006 
and if you are both over 65 years 
of age and both disabled the 
maximum deduction is increased 
to $30,000, .but not more than 
$15,000 per individual. 

Also, this 3 per cent exclusion 
does not apply to medical expens- 
es paid for your or your spouse’s 
dependent parents, over 65 years. 

Now suppose that you have 
Jarge unpaid medical expenses 
this year and will have even more 
in 1961. Do not pay any of these 
this year. Wait until 1961 and pay 
them all in that year. This way 
you will have the advantage of 
the full deduction instead of los- 
ing 3 per cent of your income 
this year as well as 3 per cent of 
your income for 1961. This works 
the other way too. 

Suppose you have paid medical 
expenses of over 3 per cent of 
your adjusted gross income and 
will have a deduction for 1960 and 
you still owe medical bills which 
you plan to pay in 1961. If you 
pay those bills before the end of 
the year they will be a deduction 
this year. You won't have to use 
them to make up 3 per cent of 
your adjusted gross income for 
1961 before you can start deduct- 
ing again. If you do not have 
funds readily available it might 
be wise to borrow the money. 

Let’s see how that would work. 
Suppose you borrow $1,000 from 
a bank and repay in 
monthly installments. Your cost 
for such a loan would be about 
$70. Now suppose you take this 
$1,000 and pay deductible bills

Aluminum Trees 


With Christmas only a few 
weeks away, a warning on the 
hazards of decorating aluminum 
Christmas trees with 
lights was issued today by John 
F. Henning, Director of the State 
Department of Industrial Rela- 
tions. 

Henning stated that aluminum 
is almost as good a conductor of 
electricity as copper, and that if 
there is any defective or faulty 
wiring the entire tree could be- 
come an exposed “hot wire,” 

The insulation on most Christ- 
mas tree light cords is not de- 
signed to be attached to metal of 
any kind,” said Henning. 

“Serious shock and even death 
could result from contact with 
[the electrically-charged tree,” 
Henning warned. “Even the ordin- 
ary 110 volt used in the home 
can be fatal, as it takes only one- 
tenth of an ampere, and some-
